S.R.O. 273 — The following regulations made in exercise of the powers eon 
ferred by clause (c) of sub section (1) of section 44 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), by the Cantonment Board Jhansi, to provide for the appointment

1. There shall be a Committee consisting of the following members to be 
known as the Maimasln Mata Mandir Managing Committee, Jhansi, hereinafter 
referred to as the Committee, namely: — 

(a) the Officer Commanding the Station, Jhansi Cantonment who shall be 

the Chairman of the Committee; 

(b) two elected members of the Cantonment Board- Jhansi to be nomina- 

ted by the Cantonment Board, Jhansi from time to time

(c) two Hindu representatives from the local Army Units to be nominated 
by the Officer Commanding the Station, Jhansi, from time to time- 

2. The Committee shall have the authority to prescribe its own procedure, to 
a i range handling and accounting of receipts in cash or kind, to authorise payments 
and disposal of all properties comprised in, and belonging to, the Maimasln Mata 
Mandir, Jhansi, without depending upon the revenues, property or other resources 
of the Cantonment Board, Jhansi, to appoint and to remove the Pujari and other 
employees, to detcimine the remuneration to be paid to the Pujari and other 
employees and the manner in which it be so paid and lake such other action as 
it considers fit for the proper management, of the said Mandir, having due regard 
to the security of the army personnel, equipments and the like in the area: 

Provided that the Committee shall appoint Baba Jogeshwar Dass to act as Pujari 
so long as he is alive and willing to act as Fniari and the Committee considers 
him fit and of good conduct to perform satisfactorily the functions of Pujari.

S.R.O 279. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of lecruitment to the civilian posts in the National Defence Academy, 
namely:- — 

1. Short title.— These rules may be called the National Defence Academy (Class 
I and Class II posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968. 
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2- Application. — These rules shall apply to the Class I and Class II posts speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

:s. Number; classification; scales of pay; method of Recruitment etc. — The num- 
ber of the post, its classification, the scale of pay attached thereto, the method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit and other matters relating to the said posts 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 13 of the Said Schedule; 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may bo 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

4. Disqualification — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage iB void by 
reason of its taking place during the Ute-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said posts; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall bo eligible for appointment to the said 
posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person lrom the operation of this rule.
